In subsequent letters he will endeavor to review the respective 
existing license provisions and, in conjunction with the Town Manager, make 
suggestions for the inclusion of new provisions. This, however, will be only after the 
Town has completed its Ascertainment Process which generally takes six months. 

Mr. Maher informed the Board that there is a current vacancy on the Committee and 
asked the Board to advertise for a volunteer on the Town’s website and local newspaper.

Eleven residents of Wright Street appeared before the Board in favor of repairs to the 
private way known as Wright Street. Mr. Michael DeMartino served as spokesman for 
the residents George Tufenkian, 27 Wright Street, spoke against said repairs and stated he 
uses Huntington Road to access his property and, therefore, he is not in favor of any 
repairs. 

Mr. Curro submitted the following motion for discussion: 

“The Board of Selectmen do hereby grant partial approval of the 2014 Private Way 
Repair Petition received from abutters of the private way known as Wright Street 
(between Summer Street and Huntington Road), said approval to extend from Summer 
Street to the property boundary between the lots known as 23 Wright Street and 27 
Wright Street. This approval is conditioned upon two-thirds of the abutting property 
owners to such a revised scope of the betterment agreeing to such a partial approval 
pursuant to Title 111, Article 3, Section 4 of the Town Bylaws. Authorization of 
expenditures from the Private Way Account shall not exceed $20,000. The resultant cost 
shall be apportioned, assessed and collected on a per-property basis, in accordance with 
Article 3 (Repairs to Private Ways of the Bylaws of the Town of Arlington and Chapter 
80 of the General Laws, the Betterment Act.” 

SO VOTED (4-1) 
Mr. Greeley voted in the negative. 

Mr. Dunn felt uneasy with the $20,000 and asked that it be set at $30,000. 

Mr. Dunn submitted the following amended motion: 

“The Board of Selectmen do hereby grant partial approval of the 2014 Private 
Way Repair Petition received from abutters of the private way known as Wright Street 
(between Summer Street and to the property boundary between the lots known as 23 
Wright Street and 27 Wright Street), said approval to extend from Summer Street to the 
property boundary between the lots known as 23 Wright Street and 27 Wright Street. 

This approval is conditioned upon two-thirds of the abutting property owners to such a 
revised scope of the betterment agreeing to such a partial approval pursuant to Title 111, 
Article 3, Section 4 of the Town Bylaws. Authorization of expenditures from the Private 
Way Account shall not exceed $30,000. The resultant cost shall be apportioned, assessed 



and collected on a per-property basis, in accordance with Article 3 (Repairs to Private 
Ways of the Bylaws of the Town of Arlington and Chapter 80 of the General Laws, the 
Betterment Act.” 

Mr. Dunn moved approval. SO VOTED (3-1-1) 

Mr. Curro voted in the negative. 
Mr. Greeley abstained.
